Third; Remember that astrict compliance 
with our route plans is necessary. Perhaps 
the pictures are making a great hit in your 
town (they do everywhere) and perhaps 
you are tempted to keep them another 
week, our instructions to the contrary not 
withstanding, remember, then, that that par: 
ticular hin whieh you now have in your poss 
session, was promised weeks and perhaps 
mouths ago to the next dealer on the: list 
for nest week and to the nest dealer. after 
him for the week after, and so on. Every

All this is shown in detail, and ull the many 
and intricate machines used in cutting, shops 
ing and finishing the shoo, ‘The inspection 
und packing rooms are interesting, — [lore 
expert judges look each piece over carefully, 
and pass upon its merits before. the’ goods 
ure given to the publie, From the INAPEC= 
tors. the shoes go to the packers, who with 
lightningslike: rapidity. put them neatly yn 
hoses ready to be sent to the wearer, liv 
vemarkabhe that the shoos must puss through 
so inany hands befare they reach our foot!
